A Statement of Public Policy 


by The Great Atlantic 


The Honorable Wright Patman, representative in Con- 
gress of the first district of Texas, has announced that‘he 
will introduce in the next Congress a punitive and discrim- 
inatory tax bill frankly designed to put chain stores out of 
business. In the past, Mr. Patman has been very successful 
in securing enactment of legislation which he has spon- 
sored. He has demonstrated that he is a very able lobbyist 
and propagandist for his own bills. The management of 
The Great Atlantic & Pacific Tea Company is therefore 
faced with the necessity of deciding upon a course of 
action in relation to this proposed legislation—whether to 
do nothing and risk the possibility of the passage of the bill 
and the resulting forced dissolution of this business, or to 
engage in an active campaign in opposition to the bill. 

In arriving at a decision, the interests of several groups 
of people deserve consideration—the management, the 
85,600 employees of the company, the consuming public, 
the millions of farmers producing the country’s food, and 
labor. 


1. The Interests of the Management ; 


The interests of the management can be dismissed as of very 
little importance. 

The Great Atlantic & Pacific Tea Company is managed by 
George L. Hartford and John A. Hartford under an arrange- 
ment made by their father, George Huntington Hartford, the 
founder of the business. George L. Hartford has been actively 
engaged in the grocery business for 58 years, working gener- 
ally six days a week, 52 weeks a year during that entire period. 
John A. Hartford has been actively engaged in the grocery 
business for 50 years, working generally six days a week, 52 
weeks a year during that period. Both of these men could, of 
course, retire without personal or financial inconvenience and 
live very comfortably if chain stores were put out of business. 
The record of the last calendar year shows that out of any 
money earned annually from the business, in the case of George 
L. Hartford, 82 percent is paid to government in taxes; in the 
case of John A. Hartford, 83 percent is paid to government in 
taxes. As neither of the brothers has any children, any monies 
left out of their earnings would accrue to their estates, and in 
the event of their death, inheritance taxes would probably 
amount to two-thirds of such accrued earnings, leaving ap- 
proximately 6 cents on the dollar as a motive for continued 
personal service. 4 

It is therefore apparent that the interests of management 
need hardly be taken into consideration in arriving at a decision. 


2. The Interests of the Employees 


¥ The interests of the employees of the company are, how- 
ever, a matter of very grave concern. 

It is simply a statement of fact to say that the employees of 
The Great Atlantic & Pacific Tea Company generally through- 
out the United States receive the highest wages and have the 
shortest working hours of any workers in the grocery business, 
whether chain store or individual grocer. Many of them 
have devoted all of their working lives to the interests of 
the company. 

The management, therefore, has a definite obligation and 
duty to defend the interests of these 85,600 employees against 
legislation intended to throw all of them out of work. 


3. The Interests of the Consumer 


Since this business has been built by the voluntary patronage 
of millions of American families, we believe that we must give 
consideration to their interests in this matter. Millions of 
women know how acute is the present problem of providing 
food, clothing and shelter for themselves, their husbands and 
their children out of their present income. When food prices go 
up it is not a question of paying more for the same food. They 
do not have the additional money with which to pay. There- 
fore, they must buy less and eat less. A & P Food Stores last 
year distributed at retail $881,700,000 worth of food at a net 
profit of | %. 

This food was sold to the public at prices averaging from 
eight to ten percent lower than the prices of the average indi- 
vidual grocer. Literally, millions of sales were made at prices 
twenty-five percent lower than those of the average individual 
grocer. This saving of eight to twenty-five cents on each dollar is 
of vital importance to these millions of families. If they were 
denied the opportunity to buy at these lower prices it would 
simply mean that in millions of homes they would have to leave 
meat off the table another day a week, eat less fresh fruits and 
vegetables, give the growing child one bottle of milk less every 
week or stint on butter, cheese, poultry, eggs and many other 
of the most nourishing foods. 

In the last 10 years during the greatest period of chain store 
growth, the number of individual dealers has increased rather 
than decreased. We maintain that there is nothing wrong when 
these dealers charge more than we charge. They must charge 
these prices in order to make a fair profit. The average grocer 
will, upon request, deliver the groceries to the customer's door 
and in many cases extends credit to some of his customers. 
Delivery service costs money. The grocer must put this added 
cost in the prices to his customers. In the same way the exten- 
sion of ved involves the expense of bookkeeping, the tying 
up of capital, and credit losses. There is nothing wrong in the 
higher mark up of the individual grocer, because he is render- 
ing a service that justifies his prices. 

If some customers can afford and voluntarily elect to pay a 
higher price for groceries and meats because they want credit 
or because they want delivery to their homes it is quite proper 
that they should pay an additional price for such service. How- 


ever, the millions of families in this country whose income is 


limited and who can have more and better food because they 
are willing to pay cash and carry home their own purchases, 
should not be denied this opportunity. Millions of families of 
limited incomes can only enjoy their present standard of living 
through these economies and savings. These millions of Ameri- 
can families have hel

4. The Interests of the Farmer 


Eight million farm families are engaged in producing the 
food consumed by the American people. All of the farm homes 
in America, therefore, comprising one-fourth of all of the popu- 
lation of the United States, have a direct interest in the methods 
of distribution by which the products of their labor and of the 
soil are marketed. . 

Approximately 30% of their production is marketed through 
the chain food stores; about 70% through individual grocers. 
Their fruits, vegetables and other foodstuffs are-sold through the 
chainstoresat pricesaveraging 8 7 to 10 % cheaperthantheprices 
at which they are sold by many grocers. If the farmer sells a 
given produet to both at the same price, the mdividual grocer 
must charge the public more to take care of his higher costs. 
Thus 30% of the farmer's products reach the public at low 
prices and 70% of his products reach the public at higher prices. 

If the public cannot consume a given crop of apples, pota- 
toes, berries or any other product, at the prices at which they 
are offered, these goods do not move from the grocers shelves; 
a surplus accumulates and the farmer finds that he either can- 
not sell the balance of his crop or must sell it at a substantial 
loss. Only too often a situation arises when it is literally cheaper 
for the farmer to let his apples or his peaches rot on the groun 
than to expend the labor costs necessary to pack and ship them. 
Every farm economist knows that a 10% surplus does not mean 
10% less return to the farmer but often more than 20% less 
return. 

In other words, the farmer's problem is to sell his products 
at the cost of production plus a fair profit and to get them to the 
public with as few intermediate costs and profits as possible. It 
is therefore obviously unfair to the farmer to propose legislation 
which would, at a single blow, wipe out 30% of his distributing 
machinery—and that 30% the part which maintains the price 
to the farmer yet reaches the public at low cost because of eco- 
nomical distribution. It would be just as unfair to the farmer to 
propose putting out of business all of the individual grocers of 
the country who distribute 70% of his produce. Both chain food 
stores and individual grocers perform a distributive function 
vital to the interests of the farmer. If either failed to function 
the farmer would be faced with tremendous surpluses and 
heartbreaking losses. 

For years the A & P has dealt with the farmers both as pro- 
ducers and consumers. We feel that we have a definite obliga- 
tion and duty to oppose any legislative attack upon their best 
interests. 


5. The Interests of Labor 


Every business in this country has a vital interest in the pur- 
chasing power of labor. When labor has high wages and great 
purchasing power, everyone is prosperous. When labor's pur- 
chasing power is curtailed, all business suffers and the Ameri- 
can standard of living is impaired. For many years it has been 
the wise policy of the national government to protect real wages 
and the purchasing power of the worker's dollar. Combinations 
or agreements to raise prices, thus reducing real wages, have 
been declared illegal. 

It certainly seems strange that it should now be proposed to 
destroy a group of businesses for the frankly admitted reason 
that they furnish the necessities of life to the wage earner and 
his family at low prices. There are approximately 900,000 
workers directly employed in the chain store industry. What 
course is open to us but to oppose the action of a man who, at a 
time when more than | 1,000,000 wage earners are already out 
of work and 3,000,000 families on relief, proposes a bill that 
would add almost another million to the roll of unemployed, 
wipe out 30% of the distributing machinery of all of the farmers 
of the United States, and raise the cost of living of the wage 
earners of the United States. 

We believe that our organization has rendered a great 
service to the American people and that it is as a result 
of that service that we have prospered. If we consulted 
our own interest it would be very easy to stop and enjoy 
whatever leisure we have earned! No one is dependent 
upon us except our fellow workers. However, after the 
fullest consideration of all interests, we have arrived at the 
decision that we would be doing less than our full duty if 
we failed to oppose, by every fair means, legislation pro- 
posed by the Honorable Wright Patman. 

As we have said, Mr. Patman is an able politician, an 
able lobbyist and an able propagandist. In that field he is 
an expert. We are experts only in the grocery business. 
We believe the chain stores have a right to present their 
case to the American people. We will not go into politics, 
nor will we establish a lobby in Washington for the purpose 
of attempting to influence the vote of any member of the 
Congress. We expect only a full and fair opportunity to 
present the case for the chain stores as a great service 
organization for the American people. 

Since the task we have set before us is one involving the 
widest dissemination of complete information to all of 
the American people, and since this is a profession in 
which we are not expert, we have engaged Carl Byoir & 
Associates, public relations counsel, to do this work. We 
realize that our views are seldom news. We know, there- 
fore, that we must be prepared to spend a substantial sum 
of money in telling our story to all of the American people. 
We declare now that this money will be spent in the dis- 
semination of information through paid advertising and 
every medium available to us, and in cooperating in the 
work or formation of study groups among consumers, 
farmers and workers, which provide open forums for a 
discussion of all measures affecting the cost of living. 

We believe that when the American people have all of 
the facts they will make their decision known to their 
representatives in Congress. As Americans we will be 
content with that decision.

Committee's Statement. | 

The Citizens’ Survey Commit-| 
tee’s statement follows: 

This is a community program, 
not a political program. | 

In spite of the lack of official 
interest, we have gone ahead to 
complete the details of the nec- | 
essary legislation in the belief 
that the citizens of the commu- 
nity are ready to install better 
government if given the oppor- 
tunity. 

Other cities and counties seek- 
ing sound and economical admin- 
istration have found that before 
they could get it, citizens inter- 
ested in more efficient govern- 
ment must rally to the cause and 
create a political organization 
and carry on a political cam- 
paign. 

If this is the only way in this 
community, we think the in- 
formed citizens are ready to un- 
dertake the job. 

We feel that political oppo- 
nents of local government re- 
vision will find that the large 
mass of weary taxpayers, who 
cuss a little but pay the bills, 
are becoming articulate. 

Hope for Efficiency. 

Their hope is for a govern- 
ment of efficiency, economy and 
service. They have been too 
largely helpless, for lack of or- 
ganization, against organized and 
vested politics. But it is not like- 
ly their organization in behalf of 
their own and their community’s 
interests will be much longer de- 
layed. 

We fee] that those members of 
council who voted at Monday’s 
meeting to give the Reed report 
a fair hearing deserve the thanks 
of every ‘good citizens of this 
community. 

They are entitled to much 
credit for refusing to follow the 
usmwise counsels of those who feel 
that the survey can be hanged 
and buried in the dark and with-| 
out a trial. | 

As several councilmen remark- 
ed, the major recommendations 
are addressed not primarily to 
the council but to the people, 
and it is up to them to dispose 
of it as they see fit.

responsibilities as citizens. | 

False Statements. | 

Now that the statements of de- 
partment heads have been taken 
from beneath the cloak of com- 
mittee secrecy and are public rec- 
ords, it is also apparent that there 
is no foundation for statements 
that these officials are “unani- 
mous” in rejecting or disapprov- 
ing the report. 

A number of them express ap- 
proval, at least in part of Dr. 
Reed's suggestions. It should be 
pointed out, however, that most. 
of the city officials’ statements. 
are directed to the details and 
secondary suggestions of the sur- 
vey. 

Apparently, without consider- 
ing the ftundamental recommend-.

The Reed report is beyond question one of 
the most valuable documents ever compiled 
dealing with local government in Atlanta and 
Fulton county.

Other reports of like character have been 
made in past years and they are today forgot- 
ten, lost in the archives of the municipal gov- 
ernment.

The Reed report has, so far, been saved from 
this fate. It will again be given to a special 
committee, named by the mayor, for study and 
recommendation. 

If city council does not give serious and 
constructive heed to the recommendations in 
the report, it should become the duty of all 
citizens with tiie welfare of the city at heart, 
to make sure they are qualified to vote in the 
next municipal election and to make their con- 
structive views heard through the only medium 
that can reach the ear of a politician, the ballot 
box. 


THE HOBBY SHOW 


Leisure time diversions have at last gained 
a place in the sun, the hobby has come into its 
own. As proof, there is the current American 
Hobby show now in progress in New York, the 
first of its kind in the United States. The 
exhibit opened auspiciously under sponsorship 
of the American Hobby Federation and will be 
open for two weeks. 

Hundreds of exhibits are on view, collections 
ranging from such standard hobbies as stamps, 
autographs, postcards, coins and photographs, 
to the more unusual type of hobby, as diverse as 
the persons who collect them. In this classifica- 
tion are collectors of old railroad tickets, pud- 
ding molds, mustache cups—(remember them?) 
—Plaster casts of pugilists’ fists, old fans, ivory, 
wax seals, etc. 

Included in the exhibit are handicraft dis- 
plays, the work of Boy Scouts, and a display of 
leather, the work of students in Temple Uni- 
versity's hobby course. There are hobbies which 
might be classed as useful and others which 
by no strétch of the imagination serve any pur- 
pose beyond gratifying the collector’s personal 
pride and pleasure. 

Many factors are involved in the pursuit of 
hobbies, and many persons have attempted to 
account for the remarkable upswing in the 
“hobby industry.” Of the factors, movements 
seeking to reduce working hours and increase 
leisure time must be taken into account as im- 
portant. With the increase of leisure, and re- 
duction of working hours, men and women have 
begun to exercise ingenuity to find an outlet for 
their energies. Hobbies seem to fill this need 
in a natural and constructive way. That man 
cannot live by bread alone is a truism and the 
tendency of persons to seek something to em- 
ploy leisure hours bears this out in these mod- 
ern times. 

The first American hobby show, illustrating 
as it does the co-operative development of hob- 
bies, is just another phenonemon of the in- 


on a hitherto undreamed of scale. Money spent 
in Great Britain and Italy for cruisers and 
destroyers and in the United States for machin- 
ery for the manufacture of explosives and for 
aircraft is money lost to the children in whom 
rests the hope of democracy throughout the 
continent; it cannot be used for health work so 
desperately needed; it is lost for the good roads 
necessary for the development of provinces now 
bogged in hopeless mud. There is an inherent 
threat of a repetition of the futility of the 
European pattern. 

Much of this rearmament is directly trace- 
able to a desire for security against European 
pressure, but that is not the whole story. More 
may rest in the manner in which the rearming 
is conducted. It tends to point a distrust of 
neighboring states with an eye on vulnerable 
border areas. Bolivia and Paraguay have hap- 
pily agreed upon a settlement of the disastrous 
Gran Chaco war. Yet Bolivia this year totters 
under a military appropriation of 86,796,000 
bolivanos (about $5,200,000), while only 23,290,- 
000 bolivanos are being spent on public educa- 
tion and 19,000,000 on sanitation. Quite nat- 
urally, Paraguay must look askance at these 
military expenditures. 

Thus it can be seen that the Lima conference 
will provide an opportunity for the nations of 
this hemisphere to build the machinery which 
would make unnecessary preparations. that 
today mean little, but by their very nature 
will explode over the years into a disastrously- 
expensive armaments race with one conclusion 
—Wwar, 

The United States has an obligation toward, 
and an opportunity in, these countries to the 
south. They are desirous of friendship under 
the new relationship established by President 
Roosevelt. They are, today, open to vicious 
European propaganda that tends to keep each 
in a turmoil. The way to combat this insidious 
strangling of growing economies lies in educa- 
tion and in collective security of all lands of 
this hemisphere. From the Arctic reaches of 
Canada to Cape Horn, all peoples want peace, 
wish to live in democracy and friendship with 
other lands. To the south lies the greatest un- 
tapped market left in this world. It cannot de- 
velop unless permanent peace is provided. The 
United States must lead in establishing this 
peace. It must theri provide the means through 
which the countries may be developed. That 
done, a new type of civilization will have been 
founded from the ruins of a decadent Europe.

Commission Also Will Meet 
Half of Grady Hospital 
Expenditures. 


Fulton county commissioners 
have agreed with the citizens’ 
committee to assume the entire 
burden of relief throughout the 
county, pay half the cost of op- 
€ration of Grady hospital and to 
Climinate future deficits by sub- 
mitting to adequate budgetary 
control laws, it became known 
yesterday. 

The cost, 
penditures> will 
$900,000 a yecr. 

The pact was reached at a joint 
meeting of the citizens’ commit- 
tec and commissioners at a lunch- 
eon held several days ago, ac- 
cording to commission members. 
Copies of the agreement were dis- 
tributed at the regular October 
meeting of the commission held 
at the courthouse yesterday aft- 
ernoon. 

Paves Way for Bonds. 

The accord paves the way for 
enthusiastic support of the $2,550,- 
000 county bond issue as the coun- 
ty’s share of the $15,000,000 joint 
city and county improvement pro- 
fram for ‘vhich Atlanta is to float

2, and a joint drive to sell the 
program to voters is awaiting ap- 
oo ae of a bond commission 
y Mayor Hartsfield.

program of conquest outlined in 
his “Mein Kempf’ it seems likely 
that no conceivable conference 
‘could have stopped Hitler or pre- 
vented eventual war. And Eng- 
came very near not attaining that 
willingness and making that an- 
nouncement.

GOOD MORNING |

ADIEL SHERWOOD. 

Last Sunday, October 2, the 
Eatonton Baptist church unveiled 
'a marker at the spot in Putnam 
county, about two miles from 
Eatonton, where Adiel Sherwood 
‘established the first educational 
linstitution under the auspices of 
the Baptist denomination in Geor- 
gia in 1931, which serves to re- 
mind Georgians of the great serv- 
‘ice which Adiel Sherwood ren- 
dered in this state more than a 
century ago. He is often spoken 
of as the spiritual father of Mer- 
cer University, which was found- 
‘ed by Jesse Mercer at Penfield in 
1833. 

Sherwood came to Georgia in 
1818. A native of New England, 
he came south because of the ad- 
vantageous climate. One of the 
best educated men in the country, 
he proved an effective leader in 
establishing the idea of schools 
and colleges throughout the south. 
He worked with Luther Rice, 
Jesse Mercer, Billington Sanders, 
and other early leaders in Geor- 
gia and the Carolinas, resulting in 
the laying of the foundation for 
our Baptist program of education. 

He was not only an educator, 
but equally as prominent as a 
preacher, While pastor at Eaton- 
ton, Dr. Sherwood preached at 
Antioch church, in what is now 
Morgan county, and as a result of 
that sermon a revival swept the 
\state. Four thousand people are 
said to have been converted on 
the occasion of his sermon at An- 
tioch from the text, “Great Is Di- 
ana of the Ephesians.” For 16 
years the revival spread through- 
out the state. 

Dr. Sherwood preached in lum- 
ber camps, in the fields, at the 
cross-roads, and in many in- 
stances established churches which 
stand today in villages and rural 
communities. During the - year 
1828 he preached at 333 different 
places in Georgia, traveling more 
than 3,000 miles by horseback and 
on foot. 

He led the movement which re- 
sulted in the organization of the 
Georgia Baptist Convention at 
Powelton in 1822, and he encour- 
aged Jesse Mercer to purchase the 
Columbian Star and bring the pa- 
per to Georgia in 1820, which is 
today the Christian Index, oldest 
Baptist newspaper in the south. 

Sherwood died in St. Louis. in 
1879. His first wife, the widow of 
Governor J. Early, is. buried in 
Greene county. The Eatonton peo- 
ple have rendered a fitting service 
in establishing the marker at the 
spot where he established the first 
‘Christian school in Georgia under 
Baptist auspices. and the public 
generally will appreciate this 
service.

People of Two States Should

WAYCROSS, Ga., Oct. 5. —

The senate by a smashing vote 
of 286 to 4 approved his bill, al- 
ready passed by the chamber of 
deputies, empowering the govern- 
ment to rule by decree until No- 
vember 15 to deal with the na- 
crisis. The vote 
came after Daladier told the sen- 
ate: 

“The work of rebuilding must be 
accomplished by Democratic 
methods. I hope it will be so. Will 
that hope be deceived? The coun- 
try must answer me.

Critical at Infirmary. 


Judge Marcus W. Beck, 78, 
who served 20 years as presiding 
justice of the second division of 
the Georgia supreme court, last 
night was described as being “se- 
riously but not critically ill” of 
bronchial pneumonia at St. Jo- 
seph's infirmary. 

Justice Beck was the first judge 
of the Georgia supreme court to 
retire under the new law permit- 
ting retirement on two-thirds pay 
at the age of 70. He left the bench 
September 21, 1937, after serving 
32 years, 20 as the presiding judge. 

He was given the title of “asso- 
ciate justice emeritus” and the 
right to advise with his former 
colleagues on rules of court pro- 
cedure and similar problems. 

Coming to the bench on Sep- 
tember 14, 1905, he was the ap- 
pointee of Governor Joseph M. 
Terrell. Prior to his appointment, 
he served as judge of the Flint 
circuit of superior courts:

mending it to the votérs of Geor- 
gia, regard it as a true expres- 
sion of Democratic principles, 
bringing the most good to the 
most people in our state and na- 
tion.

White Spots—on wax finish. 
Often these are caused by 
scratches and if so you can get rid 
of them by sponging with turpen- 
tine and then applying a little 
fresh wax when the turpentine 
fumes have evaporated. 

White Patches—on varnish. This 
is usually caused by water or hot 
dishes on the finish. To repair 
this damage, rub lightly with a 
piece of flannel moistened with 
camphor. When camphor has 
dried thoroughly, rub with a good 
furniture polish. 

Dents or Bruises—If the sur- 
face is not actually broken, you 
can get rid of dents or bruises by 
then 
covering with about six layers of 
brown paper that has been soaked 
in warm water, Hold a warm iron 
(but not hot) over this till mois- 
ture disappears. Repeat this pro- 
cess till dents disappear. 

Grease Stains—can often be re- 
moved by using a blotter and a 
warm iron. Or apply carbon tet- 
rachloride with a sponge and rub 
with the nap till grease is-gone. 

Blood Stains—Soak the spot 
with chloroform or peroxide of 
hydrogen. Use these in the open 
air. 

Tar Stains—can be 
with benzine.
